1 eminent o( Great Britain plainly regards the 
threatening European situation u a political oppor¬ 
tunity too good to miss, and it is making the most 
'of the opening with the utmost celerity. In fact, it 
is in such a hurry to have an election before the in¬ 
ternational tension ease* and the public mind cool* 
'down, that it hu fixed polling day for November 14, 
leaving leu than three week* for an election campaign. 

Prior to the Italo-Ethiopiin crisis the tide of public 
aentiment wu masting strongly against the government. 

■ The results of by-election*, either in loue* of seat* or 
in reduced majorities, were generally unfavorable. The 
Labor party had becofne a dominant factor m the 
municipalities. Oa all counts the political sky threat¬ 
ened stormy weather. 

Then Mussolini bobbed up u a beacon of hope. 
H» challenge to the League of Nations, hit attack 
upon Ethiopia with its consequent threat to important 
British interests in the Near East and Africa, his ambi¬ 
tious imperialist design which some Italians admit is 
aimed at the ultimate overthrow of British power in the 
Mediterranean, the dark continent and India, com¬ 
bined in producing in the Old Country a sense of re¬ 
sentment which from a domestic political standpoint 
Was irresistible. Politically it wu indeed a beneficent 
dispensation from Providence. 

The British government’s staunch adherence to 
.the League of Nations, which a referendum endorsed 
by a majority of some ten millions a few months ago, 
its prompt measures to protect threatened British in¬ 
terests in Europe and African Its policy of increasing 
armaments especially its air forces to ward off any 
attack from the skies—a very sensitive point—have 
given the Baldwin administration some trump cards 
Which it proposes to play for all they are worth. At 
this distance they seem to present material which will 
sidetrack such issues u unemployment, high taxation, 
inept foreign policy, and the hurried capitalization 
of a grave international criaia for party advantage, 
which will be the chief bases of criticism by the 

C mment's opponents. Seldom hu a government 
overthrown ta Britain on a policy of safeguarding 
vital imperial Interests, especially when they are imme- 
'diately threatened so near home. 

Th National government was formed in 1931 
by a coalition of Laborites, led by Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald, Liberals headed by Sir John Simon and 
Sir Herbert Samuel—the latter of whom has since 
recanted—and Conservatives captained by Mr. Bald- 
■Win, who. notwithstanding the hostility of the press 
operated by Beaverhrook and Rothermere on the Hearst 
model, retains the confidence of the party. The union 
wu outwardly prompted by the financial emergency, 
but the far-sighted Tory strategists who planned it had 
other objectives, among them being the imposition of 
a protective tariff which they often had tried to do 
before with disastrous results. The pound, which wu 
laid to he imperilled was not saved from a toboggan 
slide, but the protective tariff went through. 

Last year Mr. MacDonald walked the plank in 
pursuance of plan, and Mi.-Baldwin stepped into hi* 
place u Premier, also in pursuance of plan. To-day 
the National government is merely a shadow in which 
MacDonald. Simon, Thomas and others who left the 
Laber and Liberal parties to walk into a spider's 
perlor, ue tolerated for appearance »ake. The com¬ 
position ’of the House of Commons in October, 1934, 
wu: Unionists (chiefly Conservatives), 462; Labor, 
•fifty-seven: National Liberals, thirty-six: Liberal*, 
thirty-one:' Nations! Labor, thirteen: Independent*, 
*ig; Independent Liberals, four; Independent Labor 
Party, three: National, two: and there was one 
vacancy. .Hence, the opposition is a. veritable hodge¬ 
podge of groups, acknowledging almost u many 
leaders, mduding Mr. Lloyd George, Sir Herbert 
Samuel and Major Arise. Obviously, until there i* 
a union of the various radical forces with which to 
confront Conservatism, it is difficult to see how the 
30.000.000 electors of the country can be turned 
against the Igutnt government with the fine trump 
caul*.presented to it by the, theatrical adventure of 
Signor Mussolini in Africa. 

ALBERTA’S CHOICE 

MTHILE ALBERTA IN THE FEDERAL 

W election stuck to a habit, contracted within 
the last fifteen years, of sending to Ottawa a majority 
group independent of the old-time parties, in the 
opinion of The Manitoba Free Press it has done itself 
more harm than good by substituting Social Crediters 
for the United Farmer representatives who sat in the 
House for the broncho-buitmg province in the last 
Parliament. 

Since 1921 Alberta has been represented at 
Ottawa by an aggressive delegation of ten or eleven 
members who in the first instance were part of the 
original Progressive movement in the prairie prov¬ 
inces and Ontario which once had sixty-five members 
ta the House of Commons. The Alberta wing, how¬ 
ever. was more radical than the majority of the Pro¬ 
gressive body, the major pert of which was incorpor¬ 
ated among the Liberal following in the House, and 
it was dubbed the "ginger group." 

Later they became the United Farmers and in the 
last election some of them espoused the cause of the 
C.C.F., but their personnel remained substantially 
the same during the last fourteen years. The group 
included some of the ablest members in Parliament, 
prominent among them being Messrs. Garland, 
Gardiner, Coot*. Speakman. Spencer and Invme. 
They were frequently heard in debate and it was gen¬ 
erally conceded that a more capable combination had 
aeldom " seen in action m the House. Whether 
their views were always acceptable or not. they made 
a definite impression upon political policies and par- 


province. and which have been discarded as practical 
possibilities before Mr. Aberharfs government has 
run its course. 

This is a free country and there is nothing to 
prevent Alberta experimenting to her heart’s content 
with any kind of political nostrum and medicine 
men without actual experience in public life, but it 
is permissable to point out that through its latest idio¬ 
syncrasy h has very noticeably lowered the calibre 
and reduced the influence of its representation at 
Ottawa. It can not properly expect Mr. Bennejt. the 
lone Conservative, and Mr. Mackinnoo. the lone Lib¬ 
eral, to make up for the deficiency.

SHOULD learn SPANISH 

A COURSE IN SPANISH IS GIVEN AT 

the night classes at the Victoria High School, 
but there are only five students. The mesgreness of 
this attendance suggests a very general lack of 
appreciation here of the importance of a knowledge 
of the Spanish language and its relation to the economic 
life of the western hemisphere. 

Some authorities believe that central and south¬ 
ern America some day will become one of the moat 
flourishing regions on the globe. Certainly it preaeaU 
wide scope for an infinite variety of activities of which 
ever-increasbH advantage is being taken by British 
and Americans, not only m the investment of capital 
but in the direct personal interest of many of their 
people. Great Britain, for example, has much more 
money invested in South America than k has in 
Canada; it has at least as much in Argentina alone. 
The United Slates also is heavily interested m the 
southern continent. . . 

A knowledge of the Spnntsh language is essential 
to a successful career in most of the South American 
countries, as well as to the development of profit^!* 
trading relation* with them. Most of the **®hty 
million inhabitants distribu'ed from Mexico to Pata¬ 
gonia understand that tongue, even if m all cases it is 
not the language of their country. Canada’s trade 
with this extensive and populous area is less than 
♦30.000.000 a year and it ought to be several times 
that amount A squad of enterprising young Cana¬ 
dians who are familiar with the language should be 
sent south as missionaries foi a larger volume of com¬ 
merce with that very promiring field. Spanish is not 
difficult to lesre. and the few Victorians who have 
made their homes m South America haw found their 
ability to speak k an important factor in the success 
they have won in their various vocations there. 

SALMON AT GOLDSTREAM 

r IE CITY HAS MADE ITS GOLD- 

stream park a place of beauty and an ideal 
resort for picnic parties, but there is one glaring dis- 
ability which developa at this season of the y»« wluch 
should be overcome. This is the school of deed 
salmon to be found in the stream, presenting a most 
unwholesome spectacle and one which leaves a nastjr 
memory for a long time alter it has been seen. 1 he 
fish perish on their way to the spawning grounds; and 
while seagulls consume much of the remains, they 
leave enough to spoil the otherwise sttlscUv* appear¬ 
ance of ftepTace at this time. 

There is soother—and a much snore serious— 
aspect of this situation which has baen emphasized by 
the Victoria-Saanich Inlet Anglers’ Association. The! 
organization points out that owing to the small flow 
of water in the daytime many salmon die in the stream 
before they have reached the spawning ground. This 
could be rectified by diversion of water from the 
reservoir into the stream. It is now done at night, but 
in the day k is discontinued and the fish are unable 
to reach their objective. V - - . ’ ~ 

The Association insists that unless provision is made 
for the movement of salmon to the upper reach of the 
stream, the value of Saanich Ann as a sportsman s 
resort will be imperilled, and this would he a serious 
blow to our tourist trawl. Correcting this condition 
obviously would be good business. It would keep 
the park free fro* a highly objectionable feature and 
at the same time protect an important fishery.

TP MR. BENNETT la the embodiment 
1 of conviction, finality, assurance 
and poeitlveneea. Mr. King la Juat about 
the opposite, says Grant Dexter in 
The Financial Post, in dealing with 
Canada’s next Prime Minister. 

The Highland Scot predominates In 
his mental make-up—canniness, cau¬ 
tion. an extraordinary capacity to see 
both woods and trees. Mr. King. Ilka 
his chief opponent. Is a man of var¬ 
ious personalities, but'he Is not nearly 
as baffling In the range and intensity 
of his moods and changes. There are 
really but two Mr. Kings and of these 
but one lx important. _ 

ONLY TWO MR. KINGS 
I^R. KINO'S attitude to party and 
1 1 national leadership Is precisely 
the opposite to that of Mr. Bennett. 
The private cittern—Mr. King—Is a 
person with strong and clear convic¬ 
tions. He will tell you. quite frankly, 
what hi# views are on any question 
of tbs day. 

The public man—Mr. King—Is 
Quite a different fellow. It is dis¬ 
tinctly not the business of n party or 
national leader, in his view, to get 
the two points of view confused. With 
Mr. Bennett, personal conviction on 
a public issue means Instant combat. 
With Mr. King, personal conviction 
remains just that and Is not entitled 
to any mare consideration at the 
hands of the political leader—himself 
—than the personal views of any 
other member of the party. 

It is the job of a leader, he thinks. 


to gather* up all the views of his party 
or of Parliament, to compromise here 
and there and, finally, to produce 
a statement of policy to which all-the 
party and. if possible, all the Com¬ 
mons and. therefore, all the country, 
can subscribe. 

In a word where Mr. Bennett Is the 
fiery crusader for the beliefs of Mr. 
Bennett—Mr. King is the conciliator, 
always seeking to harmonise as many 
conflicting viewpoints as possible. 
Whether he is the conciliator by na¬ 
ture or by virtue of his training in 
democratic party politics Is unim- 


attltud* toward party and Parliament 
has been suicide. 

In Parliament, the far-seeing Liberal 
leader has consistently out-guessed 
and outmanoeuvred the Prime Min¬ 
ister. He has shown Mr. Bennett. In 
matters of flnssss and strategy, to be 
a babe In arms. But on the stump he 
has. time and again, been In danger 
of being blown stray like chaff before 
a fan. by the sheer power of the Prime 
Minister. 

In his personal relationships. Mr. 
King is a kind and courteous man¬ 
ta every sense a gentleman. He Is a 
itaan who desires and seeks solitude— 
and finds it. Crowds, people in the 
mass, are things to be avoided; the 
open count! yslde, the woods, the hills 
and the fields, are things to be sought. 
It Is one of Mr. King's pellets that If 
you would havs your character attain 
fullest development. If you desire to 
grow in power over men. you should 
cherish your own Individuality. Other¬ 
wise. you inevitably wUl become Iden¬ 
tified with one group or another and 
thereby forfeit Independent judgment. 
He does not mind submerging his 
visww; but be does not want to loes

It waa also as a result of this con¬ 
cept of leadership that Mr. King al¬ 
ways managed to surround himself, 
in office, with men of national repu¬ 
tation. His cabinet were noted for two 
characteristics. The ministers — to 
quote the Tarts phrase—"fought like 
hell.** The Prime Minister intervened 
seldom, if at all, but demanded that 
they come to an agreement. Periods 
when Mr. King was In office have al¬ 
ways been marked by the emergence 
of national figures from the rahk and 
file of the cabinet. Dunning. Robb. 
Lapointe, Ralston, Ruler—these were 
never known as yes-men or rubber 
stamps. And this, thinks Mr. King. 
Is as it should be. Indeed, his periods 
of power have invariably served to 
enhanoe the reputation of others and 
obscure his own. And the resson. of 
oourse, Is that ha declines to accept 
the dominant role and cleaves, in¬ 
stinctively. to the role of mediator. 

The wonder of it Is not that he has 
remained leader of the Liberal Party 
(hie past su cce ss e s explain that) but 
that be was ever chosen to shoulder 
the mantle of Laurler. 

For one who has spent some thirty- 
five years In public life, Mr. King la 
extraordlnarlry sensitive and shy. He 
appears in press and news-reel photo¬ 
graphs much as the small boy tip¬ 
toeing out of the pantry after a cookie 
raid. He le. in fact, the most camera- 
shy politician In the country.

A great deal depends, of course, 
upon the situation, such as the 
sise of the garden in the first 
place and, secondly, as to 
whether the tree or shrub may¬ 
be allowed to attain its maxi¬ 
mum growth. Wise planting 
primarily will do away with 
any necessity for cutting back 
later on.

F RESH, crisp, pink rhubarb 
can be had during the win¬ 
ter months if the plans are 
made now to provide roots for 
forcing. The root system of 
thiji plant is a storehouse in 
which the necessary food has 
been stored and when given 
the required check and rest 
period, will produce an abund¬ 
ance of leaf stalks. 

First arrange for crowns that havo 
been In a plantation for at least two 
years or until they are well developed. 
Crowns that are over four years m 
a plantation do not force aa well aa 
those of the younger plants. In late 
October or nearly November. Just be- 


ONIONB sown In August will need 
weeding and at this time band weed- 


ahould be dug. allowing a good ball 
of earth to adhere. Leave theae on 
the surface of the ground without pro¬ 
tection until they become fremen 
through. 8 ub-zero freezing, however 
la not recommended. Four or six 
crowns of fair alas will, as a rule, 
produce enough rhubarb for a family 
of three or four. 

The crowns or roots being given the 
required period of dormancy are then 
brooght into a dark cellar, where the 
temperature can be maintained at BO 
degress F.. placed on the cellar floor 
andneovered with soil, sand or cinders. 
The soil, sand or cinders bold the 
moisture around the roots. Another 
very good way la to plaoe one large 
crown in a bushel hamper or box, 
pecking eoll around it to hold the 
moisture. Where several root# or 
crowns are to be used they can each 
be placed lp a hamper or bos. This 
method U very convenient for hand¬ 
ling. where small numbers of roots are 
to be forced. In commercial forcing, 
the roots are placed as closely together 
as possible, on the forcing house floor 
or under greenhouse benches, and eoll. 


Aa a pickle, the walnut Is held In 
high esteem, and here la Alderman 
Worthington's recipe for making this 


the moat fascinating fruit of about 
an Inch in diameter and the color of 
a very dark rose. 

WEEPING CHERRIES 

There Is a very fine form of weeping 
Japanese flowering cherry that could 
also be used and Japanese plums are 
now grafted to make weepers. The 
rsaeon we are emphasizing the use of 
weepers Is that one obtains an effect 
that would not be available from up¬ 
right growers. The Idea is to obtain 
ae much bloom as possible In time of 
flowering. None of the above-men¬ 
tioned treee are untidy after flower¬ 
ing. A laburnum la untidy when out 
of flower. 

Tbs horticulturist has progressed 
so much of late yean that be has 
made tt possible to supply us with 
almost any variety of weeping stand¬ 
ard that we ask for. Take, for in¬ 
stance, cotoneaster franehcttli aa a 
weeping standard. In this we have 
Ml ornamental shrub which provides 
winter decoration to the garden. Our 
beloved ootones*ter horlsontalis Is a 
eucoess as a weeper now that the 
correct stock haa been discovered 
Upon which to graft It. Cytlsua kew- 
•nsla la adorable as a weeping standard. 

All the laurels have been made Into 
standards for use as Individual plant¬

A N ISLAND no larger than 
a large farm haa given 
to the world one of the most 
famoua breed* of dairy cattle. 

1 Jersey, rock-girt gem of ’[ma¬ 
ture land within sight of the 
coast of Normandy, only mea¬ 
sure* seven by twelve miles, 
yet from it came the Jersey 
herds of the world, and on it 
live 53,000 people. 

But this Channel Island Is not only 
famous for Its cattle. Its rich eoll 
produces early potatoes, ripe red to¬ 
matoes, and giant kale, known as 
Jersey cabbages. 

"People out here would never under¬ 
stand the intensive cultivation prac¬ 
ticed on the Island." said Geoffrev
